In the Court of Appeal, Londonytecent- 
ly, before the Lard Chief Justice and 
Lords Jnatices.

‘Steamship Compuny (Limited) " was heard, 
Tt wag an repped by. the Sleamship Com- 
pany from a judgment of Mr duatice Sut- 
ton. ; ; 

The plaintiils wore a number of BeamMen, 
and they claimed in the action damazes 
for Joss of kit and Drench of continct. The 
men had agreed to serve as seainen on 
hourd tho defendants’ ship Carlisle, which 
sniled from Cardiff fur the Far Mast in 
1904 during the progress of the Russu- 
Uupaneso War, Tho voyaze was for two 
yeats from Cardiff to Kino-obiao, and any 
other ports within certain limits,-and home 
again, After the voyage had begun the. 
crew discuvered that: the ship’ was engaged 
in carrying contraband of war for Russia, 
While at Manila the master reccived 
instructions from the Russim Government 
to proceed to Saigun instead of Port Arthur, 
which bad fallen into the linda. of the 
Japanese, While making for Saigon, 
loaded with cuntraband stores, she was 
destroyed un January 6, 1905, by an 
explosion which occurred in the Saigon 
River, The plaintiff: were among the 
rescued and were sent home to Cardiil as 
They claimed wages 
down to the time of “final settleinent” 
and damages for toss of their kit and for 
tho bardships suffered. Tho dofendants 
contended that the plaintiffs were only 
entitled lo wages down to tho dite of the 
destruction of, the ship, and were not 
ontitled to damages, 

‘Mr Justice Sutton held that thera had 
not been a “loss " of the ship within Sec. 
tion 158 of the Morchant Shipping Act, 
18:4, und that the plaintiffs were éntitled 
to wayes under Section 134 of that Act. 


dwn to the time of fthal settlement, which |, 


would bo the date on whieh bo gave his 
judgment, nanely, January 17, 1907, He 
also was of epinion that the mon were 
entitled to damages for breach of contract 
and for the hardships thoy had thus boen 
ninde to enduro—the mon's caso being they 
had signed on for an ordinary commercial 
voyuga only—and awarded cach man £25 
and the amount ench claimed for kit, lesa 
15 per cent. 

Ab the close of tho arguments the Court 
held that as the ship was lost within the 
nieaning of Section 158 of the Act of 1894, 
the: seamen could nat claim wages after 
that dato; Tho appeal as to wages was 
accordingly allowed, with costa, the decision 
of the learned Judge as to damages atand- 
ing.

“THE VIKSANG WRECK. 
The Captain’s Story. 


Tho story of the wreck of the British 
ateamer Yiksang was told this morning hy 
Captain W. S. Thomas'at the enquiry held 
at the Harbour Oftice before Communder 
Bast R, H. Taylor, RN., Commander 
Marehant ¥. Penfold, H. M. Navnlyard, 
Captain Pybus, x8. Empress of Indin, 


Ikinson appeared for Captain 
‘Thomas, and a letter was rend in which the 
captain stated he had lost overything, oven 
tho loy book. 

After leaving Wakamatsu on January 10, 
said Captain Thomas, Okeu, avas reached 
without mishap, the Yjkenng travelling 
full ypeod—8,6 to 8.7 knota por hour. On 
the 14th specd .was reduced to about 
8} knots, his object being to get into Hong- 
kong early in the morning. The weather 
thon was fairly clear, and wo it eon- 
tinued while witness was on deck, At 
11.50 p.m. the course was ‘altered to S. 
46 W., error 1 E., because he could not 
seo the Chapple Ixlond light and wished 
to give the Brothers a wide berth. He 
turned in shortly afterwards with a clesr. 
conscience, thinking he had” about . two 
hours ebb tide, and then five and o half 
hours flood. Boforo leaving the deck 
witnoxs gave instructions to be called in 
the event of thick weather, but he was 
not wakencd until 4.20a.m, when ho heard 
aloud crash. Hernan on deck and the obief 
ofticer infortied him the vessel had struck 
the high Brother. The Captain ran aft 
and found that the fires were out, tho 
cylinders uwash and the pumps could not 
be put on, The weather was then, Ho 
thought, foggy. and ho ordered the bonts 
to be lowered, but the chiof and second 
‘officers. were alyeady doing that. . Tho 


Chinese; were excited and when No. 1 boat |- 


was lowered they rushed in and swamped | 
it, there being a heavy awel)on. Buth the 
chief and second officers did their duty 
thoroughly and witness put the Jog into 
No. 1 boat. The Chief Engineer, though 
ordered to get into one of the boats, 

refused, saying ‘You first, captain.” 
Witness thon got: into the boat, tho 
water then rolling -over the rail, The 
Chief Engincer endeavoured to follow, 

but on ench ocensiun went back and though 
told to jump did not do so, und finally the 
boat was pushed off, On reaching the leo 
of the {Brothers it was found there was a 
heavy swell running: and the captain told 
those in the heat not to land. The bont- 

swain Janded and witness believed the five 
Chinese were lost from his boat. Witness | 
was about thirty foet away whun No, 2 boat 
capsized and pulled soveral of the capsized 

Chinese on cw tho rock. |

Witness—They landed on the rock. 
Witness continued, and said he approuched 
the rock with caution and landed ten men, 
but the ather boats rushed on to the rock 
and. were swamped. Tho’ Captain then 
returned to the wreck to look for tho 
engineer, but found the Yiksang had 
disappeared. Four or five hours the 
search continued, all the wreckage being 
examined, but with no success. No. -6 
boat was found water-logged and it was 
bailed out and the plug put in. 

To Captain Pybus—The Chinese. on 
bourd wero counted at Japan. The Chicf 
Officer was on deck whon the accident 
happened. 

William Gibb, the Chict Ollicer, suid he 
had been in the employ of the Inde-Chinn 
Company for nino years, eight years of | 
which had been spént on the China coast. 
Whon passing Oksu he took bearings and 
found thoy were 6}-miles away, and he con- 
sidered the course Inid dawn by the captain 
to bea perfectly safe one. Ho was on wateh 
from eight to twelve. They did mot 
seo Chapple Island, though n took out was 
kept for it until“he thought it was abeam, 
When the captain left the bridge at 11.52 
tho course was slightly nltered, the captain 
remarking he (pula haul her out # bit, 
Witness left the deck at midnight when 
relioved by the second officer, and be 
returned aguin at four o'clock, it being the 
custom to clear fires at thit hour.
